DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
when a communication failure between the host computer and the access point 
occurs over the cable connection, a radio module of the access point receiving the 
management communications from a wireless terminal that is distinct from the host 
computer over a wireless connection using a second wireless communications protocol 
to allow management of the access point, wherein the second wireless communication 
protocol is different from the first wireless communication protocol, in the specific 
combination as recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 8, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
a second radio module operating using a second wireless communications 
protocol, which is different from the first wireless communications protocol, and for 
receiving the management communications from a wireless terminal that is distinct from 
the host computer over a wireless connection when a communication failure between 
the one or more computers and the access point occurs over the cable connection, in 
the specific combination as recited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 12, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
when a communication failure between the remote computer and the apparatus 
occurs over the hardwired network interface, to receive the management 
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communications using the second wireless communications protocol from the wireless 
terminal via the second radio module, in the specific combination as recited in the claim.
